Requirements Reduced 


by reducing the educational process at 
two-year institutions, set 60 credits as die statewide 
standard requirement for an associate in arts degree, 
which is the university transfer degree. 

Community college administrators are confident 
diat die changes will not impact the quality of higher 
education. PBCCs Vice President of Academic Affairs 
Patricia A. Dyer views the changes in a positive light, 
and believes diat die basic integrity of community 
college programs will remain intact. 


Florida’s community college students 
received some good news recently 


A 


*s a result of a year-long effort by community 
college officials, new course requirements will reduce 
die time needed to complete a two-year degree. 

Nursing students at PBCC, for example, will now 
have to earn just 72 credits for an associate in science 
degree—eight less than were previously mandated. 

The emergency medical services (EMS) AS degree 
was restructured to three separate tracks in order to 
remain in compliance with the state mandate. 

Prior to the scheduled changes, 
diere was a variety of 
course requirements 
for the associate in sci¬ 
ence degree at the 
states 28 community col¬ 
leges. However, beginning 
with fall term 1996, state 
requirements for each AS 
degree program will 
A become standardized. 


The College s .Graduation Efficiency 
Plan, recently approved by PBCC 
Trustees, standardizes the number of 
hours required for both AA and AS 
degrees. In paitieular, it established 60 
transferable semester credit hours as the 
number required to complete an associ¬ 
ate in arts degree, and it revised die 
general education core to include a 
broader range of courses used to meet the 
36 semester hours. 

The plan also revised die associate in science 
degree programs to conform to the number of semes¬ 
ter hours in State Rule for each degree. The result is 
that the number of semester credit hours that stu¬ 
dents must accumulate to graduate for a degree and 
the time for degree completion are reduced. In addi¬ 
tion, academic advising and transfer counseling are to 
be improved. 

The reduction in AS degree requirements comes 
on the heels of earlier state mandates. Recently, 
Florida's legislators, intent on saving taxpayer dollars 
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aim Beach Community College President Edward M. Eissey was among those inducted into 
the Florida Community College Activities Association (FCCAA) Hall of Fame. The awards ceremony 
was held at the annual fall conference of the Florida Association of Community Colleges (FACC) in 
Tampa. Eissey is the first college president to receive this honor. 

The FCCAA Hall of Fame was instituted two years ago to recognize those individuals who have 
made long-standing contributions which have positively impacted activities and athletics, and conse¬ 
quentially, the lives of students at the community college level.

"v2)ach year, the Glynn-Stone Scholarship provides financial assistance for PBCC students in need. The origins of this schol¬ 
arship can be traced back to 1964 when funds were donated from the Palm Beach County Scholarship Foundation, a private trust 
fund. In 1984, the trust was dissolved, and due largely to the efforts of Paul J. Glynn, PBCC s vice president emeritus of student 
affairs, the fund was transferred to the College as the Dean Paul J. Glynn and Dr. Victor D. Stone Scholarship Fund. 

Even though he officially retired from PBCC in 1978, Glynn continued to work tirelessly for student scholarships. Dean Glynn, 
as he was lovingly known, passed away on August 13, 1995. For nearly four decades, the former teacher and administrator was one 
of the College s staunchest advocates, and he leaves a legacy of service and commitment that is legendary. 

The Glynn-Stone Scholarship will remain in the PBCC Foundation, which will continue the exemplary work he began. Only 
the interest is distributed annually, and for the 1995-96 academic year, a total of $3,665 was awarded to PBCC students. 


Alumni Profile: LEE G. HENDERSON 


Q 

ince its beginning, the history of 
Palm Beach Community College has 
been dramatically documented in the 
lives of its students. No where, perhaps, 
is this case in point more clearly illus¬ 
trated than in the life of Lee G. 
Henderson, former director of Florida’s 
Community College System, who 
enrolled in Palm Beach Community 
College in 1940, just seven short years 
after the College was founded. 

Two years later, in 1942, Henderson 
received his diploma, one of a handful of 
PBCC graduates. PBCC impacted his 
young life profoundly and fueled an 
intense desire for further growth. He 
would eventually continue his academic 
journey in Gainesville, at the University 
of Florida, earning both his bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees, and finally, a doc¬ 
torate in education. But in the tumul¬ 
tuous 1940s, Uncle Sam had other plans 
for Henderson, and his scholarly career 
was put on hold when he signed on as 
an Air Force pilot officer. 

After returning from military duty, 
Henderson entered the educational 
arena in 1950 at Pensacola High School 
as a teacher and dean of boys, and later, 
became assistant principal and curricu¬ 
lum director. In the mid 1950s, his 
career took a giant leap forward when

he was selected as supervisor of curricu¬ 
lum for the Brevard County School 
System. His professional talents were 
once again recognized, when, in 1957, 
he was appointed assistant director of 
the Florida Division of Community 
Colleges. Henderson continued in that 
capacity for 10 years, and finally, in 1968, 
he assumed the organization’s director¬ 
ship. 

Henderson continued to guide 
Florida’s community colleges until his 


retirement in 1983. Before officially 
leaving public service, he made one last 
major contribution to education when 
he assumed the one-year post of inter¬ 
im president of Florida Community 
College at Jacksonville. 

Throughout his notable professional 
career, Henderson has distinguished 
himself in a number of arenas. In addi¬ 
tion to his active participation in a vari¬ 
ety of professional organizations, he 
served as a consultant for community 
colleges in the Southeast as well as the 
government of Kuwait, where he 
developed a plan for postsecondary 
education. Moreover, PBCC recog¬ 
nized him as an outstanding alumnus by 
naming him to the Walk of Fame, an 
event held in November 1993 in con¬ 
junction with PBCC’s 60th Anniversary 
Diamond Jubilee. 

Commenting on his early years as a 
PBCC student, Henderson noted, 
“Palm Beach Community College pro¬ 
vided me with an excellent academic 
foundation, and during difficult eco¬ 
nomic times, made it possible for me 
to pursue studies in higher education.” 
This reflection is based on treasured 
memories that are more than 50 years 
old, yet for the dedicated student, they 
ring as true today as they did then.

For the past several years, PBCC, along 
with Florida’s 27 other community colleges, 
has had to face severe cutbacks in funding. 

PBCC President Edward M. Eissey is hope¬ 
ful that the College’s interests will be more 
effectively served by having a full-time rep¬ 
resentative in Tallahassee during key legisla¬ 
tive periods.

ail Francisco has one with golden 
gates. And there are ones over troubled 
waters as well as in Americas heartland, 
Madison County. 

What do these things have in com¬ 
mon? They are, of course, all bridges. 
And with that thought in mind, Palm 
Beach Community College has linked 
up with student needs and developed a 
new concept—the Bridge Program— 
that prepares students for the 21st cen¬ 
tury’ work place. 

Introduced by Dean of Vocational 
Education Jan Bussell, the pilot pro¬ 
gram was designed to help PBCCs 
entering freshmen who are not pre¬ 
pared for the rigorous academic courses 


in the associate in science degree pro¬ 
gram of study. Bussell, together with 
Central Campus Division IV Chair 
Eileen Holden and Learning Specialist 
Magdala Ray, joined forces to develop 
the initial phase of the program, and 
they helped to create a five-station 
computer network lab. 

The program is aimed at full-time 
students who need to build a strong 
foundation in the areas of math, com¬ 
munications and reading. To qualify for 
selection, incoming students must have 
tested into two or more preparatory 
courses. 

In addition to providing remedia¬ 
tion, the Bridge Program offers career 
exploration and intensive counseling, 
and it uses the method of applied inte¬ 
grating teaching, i.e., relating curricu¬ 
lum to the work place. Throughout the 
program, participants are taught acade¬ 
mic skills which prepare them for easier 
transition into todays high tech, com¬ 
petitive job market. 

Moreover, teachers link the courses 
together, enabling students to more 
readily move from one level of instruc¬ 
tion to the next. This component also 
helps students realize the significant 
interrelationship between the various 
courses that are offered and the work 
place. 

The Bridge Program is designed for 
degree-seeking students at the associate 
in science level. At this time, enroll¬ 
ment is limited to 25.

CULINARY ARTS AWARD OF 
ACHIEVEMENT 

The student may elect to follow this 
option, which will lead to a one-year 
award of achievement in culinary arts by 
completing the required courses. 

DIETETICS/FOODS AND NUTRITION 
(AA) 

This is a suggested curriculum for stu¬ 
dents who are interested in university 
preparation for professional positions in 
nutrition and dietetics, including a coordi¬ 
nated undergraduate program. It allows 
students to fulfill their basic requirements 
before transferring to an upper-level uni¬ 
versity. 


CULINARY MANAGEMENT (AS) is 

designed to prepare the student in all 
fields of restaurant, country club, institu¬ 
tional food service and fast food manage¬ 
ment. It uses a hands-on approach that 
equips students with the necessary tools 
they will need in their management 
career. 


THE DIETETIC TECHNICIAN (AS) degree 
prepares students for a career as a dietet¬ 
ic technician, which provides food service 
management or nutritional care services 
to individuals and groups under the 
supervision of a registered dietitian (RD). 
The curriculum has been accredited by 
the American Dietetic Association. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE TECHNOLOGY - 
CORRECTIONS AND LAW 
ENFORCEMENT TRACK (AS) is designed 
to provide educational and practical expe¬ 
riences for corrections or law enforce¬ 
ment officers who wish to advance their 
careers. Available within this program is 
admission as either a corrections or a law 
enforcement academy student. Criminal 
justice is a limited-access program, and 
the admission requirements are the same 
for either certification; however, the core 
curriculum is different. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE (AA) 

Today’s criminal justice 
professional is faced with 
many complex situations 
dealing with the policing 
and maintaining of social 
control. The criminal justice 
program provides a modern 
approach with specialized 
study in law enforcement 
and/or corrections, including 
relations with the police, courts and 
correctional agencies in the total admin¬ 
istration of criminal justice. This program 
provides personnel with the knowledge 
and understanding necessary to operate 
effectively in the complex field of social 
control. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE 
ACADEMIES (CERTIFICATE 
PROGRAMS) 

Basic Correctional Officer 
Academy provides a cur¬ 
riculum which certifies 
students as corrections 
officers in the State of 
Florida. Basic Law 
Enforcement Officer Academy 
trains students for eligibility for 
certification as a law enforcement 
officer in the State of Florida. 


The curriculum includes university-paral¬ 
lel courses to meet the needs of students 
who are interested in university prepara¬ 
tion for professional positions in criminal 
justice. 


CHILD DEVELOPMENT AND EDUCATION 
(AS) 

TRADITIONAL OPTION, MONTESSORI 
SPECIALIST OPTION 


This program is designed to prepare car¬ 
ing professionals to enter the field of 
early childhood education as a 
teacher/caregiver. The basic program 
provides the student with a thorough 



background in all aspects of child develop¬ 
ment as well as expanding his/her class¬ 
room knowledge into a practical hands-on 
teaching experience in either a traditional, 
Montessori or CDA-based track. 

The Center for Early Learning, located 
on the Central Campus, is a Montessori- 
based laboratory preschool. The Center 
serves 22 children, ages 2-1/2 to 5, from 
8 a.m. to noon. Children of students, staff 
and faculty are eligible to enroll. 

EARLY CHILDHOOD EDUCATION (AA) 

Because of the growing demand to pro¬ 
vide programs to prepare teachers in 
early childhood education, PBCC has cre¬ 
ated a cooperative training program. 
Directors and teachers of public, private 
and church-related nursery schools, 
kindergartens, Montessori preschools and 
traditional day-care centers are all cov¬ 
ered. The program also provides further 
instruction for in-service teachers working 
toward a degree in early childhood educa- 


EDUCATION-ELEMENTARY AND 
SECONDARY (AA) 

This concentration is designed to prepare 
lower-division students in their pursuit of 
degrees, enabling them to teach in ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. 

CHILD DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIATE 
CREDENTIAL (CDA) 

The CDA is a competency-based national 
credential awarded to individuals who 
work with children ages five and under. 
Recipients are able to work in a center- 
based, family day care or home-visitor 
setting with two age groups: infant/tod¬ 
dler (birth to 36 months) or preschool 
(3-5 years). PBCC has been approved to 
provide a Florida CDA Equivalency 
Certificate to its students, as well as to 
prepare them for the National 
Assessment and Credentialing Process 
administered to the Council for Early 
Childhood Professional Recognition. 
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ORNAMENTAL HORTICULTURE TECHNOLOGY (AS) 

Many opportunities exist within the green industry of 
Florida for individuals with postsecondary horticultural 
training. Occupation areas include nursery and garden 
center grower/operator, sales, golf course operations, 
landscape design, installation and maintenance, interi- 
orscape and sod production. 

The ornamental horticulture technology program is 
designed for anyone seeking preparation leading to a 
career in horticulture.

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FASHION MERCHANDISING (AA) 

Students in fashion merchandising will be 
provided with a curriculum which parallels 
university courses to meet the needs of 
students who are interested in university 
preparation for professional positions in 
fashion merchandising, buying or fashion 
coordination. 

FASHION (AS) 

This concentration is for students who 
wish to enter careers in fashion design, 
fashion publicity and promotion; wardrobe 
consulting; theater costuming; window dis¬ 
play; or stylist for photo shoots. The pro¬ 
gram is in two tracks: Track I is for stu¬ 
dents wishing to pursue fashion design, 
theater costuming or custom-apparel 
design. Track II is for students wishing to 
pursue visual merchandising of fashion, 
window display, stylist, fashion coordina¬ 
tion or wardrobe consulting. 


DENTAL HYGIENE (AS) 

The registered dental hygienist (RDH) performs a variety of patient services as pri¬ 
mary provider of oral health care in private dental offices, clinics, hospitals and health 
maintenance organizations. Dental hygienists clean and X-ray teeth as well as pro¬ 
vide initial dental-screening services. This three-year program requires the full-time 
student to complete one year of general education courses and two years of special¬ 
ized training at PBCC. The dental hygiene program is accredited by the ADA 
Commission on Dental Accreditation and approved by the Florida State Board of 
Dentistry. 

DENTAL ASSISTING CERTIFICATE PROGRAM 

The dental assistant is an integral part of the dental care team and increases the effi¬ 
ciency of the dentist in the delivery of oral health care. Dental assisting is a 20-week, 
full-time program and requires a high school diploma or GED. Graduates will receive 
a Florida Expanded Functions certificate. 




THEATER AND ENTERTAINMENT 
TECHNOLOGY (AS) 

There are three music options and one 
dance option from which to choose: 
General Music Option, Popular Music and 
Jazz Option, Music Theater Option and 
Ballet Option. All students must take the 
general education core courses. 

THE GENERAL MUSIC OPTION is a based 
program of studies designed to assist 
those engaged in teaching, performing or 
conducting music. 



THE POPULAR MUSIC AND JAZZ OPTION 

prepares students for professional careers 
in pop, jazz, rock or commercial music as 
a performer, arranger and/or composer. 

THE MUSIC THEATER OPTION prepares 
the student for a professional career in 
music theater as a singer-dancer-actor or 
technician. 

THE BALLET OPTION is designed for stu¬ 
dents who desire a professional career in 
ballet. Ballet classes are conducted at the 
facilities of the School of Ballet Florida at 
the Howard/Hale Dance Center. 



NURSING (AS) 

The AS degree program is designed to 
provide educational and clinical experi¬ 
ences leading to preparation for begin¬ 
ning positions as technical nurses in hos¬ 
pitals or comparable facilities. Upon 
graduation, students are awarded an 
associate degree and are eligible to take 
the National Council Licensing Exam 


(NCLEX) to become a registered nurse 
(RN). Available within this program is 
admission as either beginning (generic) or 
an LPN/transfer student. 

Pre-nursing (AA) is intended to give the 
student the first two years of a four-year 
program leading to a bachelor’s degree in 
nursing (BSN). 

PHYSICAL THERAPY (AA) 

This is a pre-physical therapy program for 
students planning to apply to a profession¬ 
al physical therapy program. 

RADIOGRAPHY (AS) 

Radiologic technologists (RT) combine the 
high technology of medical imaging with 
their skills of patient care to create an 
X-ray image or radiograph. These radi¬ 
ographs are used by radiologists and/or 
physicians in detection, diagnosis and 
treatment of disease or injury. The pro¬ 
gram has a 24 month, competency-based 
curriculum which includes practical expe¬ 
rience in local hospitals, and it is designed 
to develop technical proficiency through 
extensive clinical exposure. 

RESPIRATORY CARE (AS) 

Respiratory care is a health care specialty 
that offers a set of unique challenges in 
the areas of prevention, diagnosis, treat¬ 



ment, management and rehabilitation of 
people with lung problems. 

Respiratory care practitioners work under 
the direction of qualified physicians, and 
their job frequently involves the adminis¬ 
tration of daily treatments to a variety of 
patients. Using sophisticated medical 
equipment, respiratory care practitioners 
help people with such lung disorders as 
asthma, emphysema, pneumonia and 
bronchitis. 


For those in search of vocational/ techni¬ 
cal career opportunities, the possibilities 
are almost endless. Some of the other AS 
degree programs offered by the College 
include human services technology, graph¬ 
ic design, interior design, building con¬ 
struction technology, electronic engineer¬ 
ing technology, professional pilot technol¬ 
ogy, fire science technology and legal 
assisting.

aim Beach Community 
College received its fourth and final pay¬ 
ment of $25,000 from Florida’s Historic 
Preservation Special Category grant. 
Florida District 83 Representative 
Sharon J. Merchant recently presented 
the check to PBCC President Edward 
M. Eissey. 

In making the presentation, 

Merchant said, “Secretary of State 
Sandra B. Mortham realizes the impor¬ 
tance of preserving Florida’s historic and 



cultural heritage and developing person¬ 
al relationships, and that is why I am 
here to hand deliver the check.” 

The money will be used to restore 
the original site of Palm Beach Junior 
College, Florida’s first public junior col¬ 
lege, located at 813 Gardenia Street in 
downtown West Palm Beach. The two- 
story Mediterranean Revival style class¬ 
room building was designed by promi¬ 
nent local architect William Manly and 
completed in 1933. 

The project will restore the building 
for use as classrooms, meeting rooms, 
exhibit and reception areas and gift 
shop. Work will include re-roofing, 
installation of new skylights, repair and 
replacement of windows, doors and 
exterior painting. 

Renovations are expected to be 
completed by fall 1996. Upon comple¬ 
tion, the building will be open to the 
public.

Ride bikes, that is. But these easy 

riders, along with thousands of other black 
leather-clad devotees, do it on a Harley. 
Members of PBCC’s security staff are not 
equipped with Harleys, but instead, they gear 
up with pedal power to patrol PBCC’s 
Central Campus in Lake Worth. 

In March 1995, two members of the 
College’s security staff, Sgt. Ron Pabor and 
officer Doreen DiRusso, hit the Lake Worth 
Campus’ parking lot running — or riding—on 
mountain bikes. These are the same bikes 
that are used by the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff’s Office for community policing, and 
both Pabor and DiRusso were required to 
enroll in a professionally sponsored 
International Mountain Bike Association 
(IMBA) course given by PBCC’s criminal 
justice department. 

According to PBCC Security Chief Bill 
Tianello, the bikes provide officers with the 
accessibility to better interact with students 
and College employees. In addition to 


DiRusso and Pabor, a third member of the 
security staff, Keith Mansfield, is also certified. 

Tianello believes the bike patrol is an 
important addition to College security, giving 
officers an opportunity to respond quickly to 
any on-campus emergency. “In addition to 
ensuring everyone’s safety, we want people to 
realize that we’re always ready to help,” 
Tianello added. 
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
